Legislative Notebook

LET ME BE ME! (Part II) 


Many motorcycle people believe that 
the mandatory apparel and safety gear 
laws are part of an ongoing battle to 
eliminate the motorcycle. They may well 
be right, I have not found evidence of it 
in the California Legislature, Per- 
sonally, I do not believe that John F, 
Foran is trying to eliminate the motor- 
cycle. I'll credit him with being honestly 
concerned about safety, I don’t feel it is 
his prerogative to make the decision but 
I believe his motives are sincere, 

However, there is evidence from else- 
where that the laws are designed to be 
discriminatory. In one state the author 
of a “helmet bill' said to me, ‘‘ What I 
am most often asked is why don’t we 
abolish motorcycles.,,or at least the li- 
cense to ride them on the roads." In 
some states there has been talk of ban- 
ning motorcycles from the freeways (of 
all places, the freeways, where the safe- 
ty record is best), 

Certainly there has always been an 
idea among many people that the motor- 
cycle should be removed from the scene, 
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Many reasons have been advanced to 
explain this antagonism...noise, traffic 
hazard, troublemaker cyclists, etc. What 
no one ever blamed was the condition 
of the times, 

In an era in which no one should be 
««different,’? in which the greatest good 
for the greatest number was supposedly 
the pursuit of material security, what 
could be more of a threat than a cyclist, 
riding lone and free against the wind, 
needing only his machine and his skill to 
taste the joy of living, . 

To those who had exchanged the joy of 
living for the grindstone of ‘success’ һе. 
was an acute discomfort...something not 
to be tolerated...for he questioned the 
value of the exchange. 

Cyclists met this antagonism more- 
or-less in three ways. 

Some of them took their cycles and got 
out, They went out to the desert and the 
hills, They ran their wide-open pipes 
where no one could complain about the 
noise, They put their cycles into trucks 
and hauled them for miles so they could 
ride where the majority wouldn’t be dis- 
turbed by their freedom, But the major- 
ity was not easily avoided, They too went 
out to get away from each other and they 
wanted no motorcycles to mar the soli- 
tude, The dirt riders found more and 
more places close to them, There are 
thousands of square miles of desert and 
mountains and the rider could always 
find some place everyone else had over- 
looked (but he often didn’t have enough 
time left to ride when he found it) and 
still the hostility pursued him, 

Some cyclists tried to become “ас- 
ceptable.’’ They tried to be super good- 
citizens.,.neat, clean, orderly. They rode 
beautifully appointed super-bikes which 
had pretty good odds in a joust with an 
automobile, They organized clubs which 
made a genuine effort to promote the 
values of the majority, They tried to 
peacefully co-exist with the majority and 
to prove that cyclists were really ‘*good 
guys’? (but how do you show a majority 
stuck in long lines of freeway traffic 
that you’re a good guy when you have the’ 
freedom to go where they can’t goanddo 
what they can’t do?) The majority 
wouldn’t buy it. A motorcycle rider was 
after all a motorcycle rider. Some even 
tried to imitate the appearance of the 
authority symbol, looking at times more 
like the police than the police them- 
selves, only to find that the majority's 
love for the authority symbol really 
. masked hostility. 

Victims of the intolerance of the 
*twitch-hunt era,"' they cyclists fell into 
the same pattern. They blamed the other 
cyclists for their unpopularity, They who 
should have understood became as in- 
tolerant of each other as the majority 
was of all of them, Desperately in need 
of unity for basic survivalthey developed 
rifts of enormous proportions which 
made any sort of group defense impos- 
sible, 

Some chose to live up to the image, 
Far from disappearing or blending they 
rode into the fray with the most unique 
cycles that time, money, and imagaina- 
tion could create, They wore the insignia 
of their rebellion on their backs and said 
to the world “Here we are! Hate us!’’ It 
was an age for scapegoats and they were 
the most obliging scapegoats, They were 
hated in the press, in the films, in the 
laws. They were hated by the majority 
and by the other cyclists. But a curious 
thing was happening, They had chosen 
the same direction the world was about 
to turn, After years of being harassed 
almost out of existence they found them- 
selves in the mainstream of the new 
national mood, Probably more to their 
surprise than anyone else’s they found 
themselves in a new situation of respect 
and influence. The legend remained out 
of all proportion to the facts but no one 
cared, It was the kind of legend the new 
mood needed...the Sheriff of Nottingham 
is challenged in the name of personal 
guts. 

Meanwhile, someone had built a little 
inexpensive motorcycle.

HISTORY MADE ON ASCOT HALF- 
MILE: HARLEY-DAVIDSONS RUN 
1-2-3!

Ascot Park, long the realm of 
the BSA, became strictly Harley 
territory last Friday night, May 
10. For the first time in the famed 
Gardena half-mile’s illustrious 
history, Harley-Davidsons тап 
one-two-three in the Main Event 
AND the Expert Trophy Dash. 


Suspense began early. Dan Haaby, 
current point leader and winner of the 
last two Main Events astride Gary Bray's 
haulin’ Harley, won his heat race de- 
cisively...2s usual.Then came Mert Law- 
will’s heat, and the San Francisco ace 
caused more than a few raised eyebrows 
when he clocked the fastest 5-lap time 
of the night. It was Mert’s first appear- 
ance on the Ascot oval this year, and he 
looked both eager and confident, 

Not tobe overshadowed by the Northern 
California and L.A, contingent, San Di- 
ego’s Mel Lacher wheeled his Harley to 
heat race victory too, as did BSA riders 
Paul Conserriere and Shorty Seabourne, 


Tremendous Trophy Dash 


More than the usual excitement pre- 
ceded the 3-lap Expert Trophy Dash. On 
the pole was Lawwill; alongside was 
Haaby, Next to the fence was Lacher. 
Sandwiched between the mighty Milwau- 
kee machines was BSA-mounted Chuck 
Jones, only man to defeat Haaby so far 
this season, and that was in a Trophy 
Dash. 

Off they flew for the gold and the 
glory! Into the first turn went the fastest 
four, with Lawwill leading, and there he 
stayed throughout the 3-lapper. Fighting 
hard for second spot, Lacher got the 
better of Haaby, while Jones had to be 
content with fourth, 

The stands were buzzing with antici- 
pation as the Main Event riders lined up. 
Many a partisan bet was placed and pre- 
dictions as to the outcome were freely 
and variously expressed, 

Then all.eyes were on the 10-man 
field as five Harleys and five BSAs took 
off with a thunderous roar. And Lawwill 
was in front! Stylishly swinging through 
the turns and tucked in close down the 
straights he sailed, leading a most de- 





termined Haaby and Lacher. For twelve 
laps the top three remained in their 
respective positions while much place- 
swapping took place between the others, 
Jones, Seabourne, Conserriere (untilhis 
machine sickened and retired), DeWayne 
Keeter (BSA) and Cal Rayborn (H-D) 
fiercely fought back and forth, staging 
their own private battles behind the 
front-runners, 


Lawwill Leads, Until... 


Though Haaby challenged strongly it 
began to look like Lawwill’s night, But 
Mert, though leading, was encoutneringa 
problem. So far did he lean his machine 
over in the turns that the cases were 
hanging up, and at one point both wheels 
were lifted completely off the ground, 


Three abreast through the turn, three National Numbers — #25 Cal Rayborn, #77 Chuck Jones 
and #24 Jack O'Brien.

Changing his groove to compensate, 
Lawwill went a little higher, and that was 
all Haaby needed, Dan bored through, 
taking over for good on lap 12, Mert 
maintained second spot and Lacher hung 
in for third at the checker ahead of 

Though history had been made by the 
1-2-3 Harley sweep (and probably sur- 
prised even a few people in Milwaukee), 
it left one with the feeling that this was 
less an upset than a sign of things to 
come, 


Amateur Upsets 


In the Amateur division, however, 
there were literal upsets, Unbeaten Tom- 
my Rockwood’s 5-in-a-row win streak 
came to an abrupt halt on lap two of the 
yellow-plate Main when, closely pursued 
by Geezer Emick’s BSA, the young Tri- 
umph pilot slid out in the south turn.

Emick, in an effort to avoid his fallen 
foe, rode wide, grazed the wall for some 
distance, appeared on the verge of re- 
covery — then went down, Neither rider 
was injured, but both were out for the 
night. 

Now Mark Brelsford (BSA) came into 
his own, The promising young Northern 
California rider, undaunted by a bad 
start, began methodically threading his 
way through the pack and took over first 
place from Rick Elisarraras on the fifth 
time around, There he remained, incom- 
mand, for the rest of the race, And he’s 
now moved up to second in point stand- 
ings. Elisarraras’ BSA was followed 
across the line by Jim Rice, also BSA, 
and Triumph-mounted Mike Morton, 


Keith’s Cookin’ 


The fight for Novice Main Event supre- 
macy shaped up between three heat race 
winners — Keith Mashburn, Dennis Kana- 
gae and Don Dudek, Kanagae led the first 
lap, Dudek took over on the second, then 
Mashburn wailed by both of them and 
stretched it out to the finish. Kanagae’s 
Kawasaki got the best of Dudek’s Yama- 
ha on the last lap, but neither could 
catch Mashburn's yowling Yamaha. 

Not only did Mashburn, Kanagae and 
Dudek complete the 8-lapper in that 
order, they are also identically-position- 
ed in current point standings. And a win 
by either of the runnersup could change 
the whole Novice picture, so closely are 
they matched,

men and acquaintances of long standing 
hasn’t changed’a whit from the roarin’ 
days of gold and silver mining around 
the turn of the century. Its old style 
front, hardwood bar, the signs, pictures 
and paintings on the walls are the same 
as in “49’er days, “Whisky and hard 
liquor" are still 50 cents a drink, and 
according to another ancient announce- 
ment on the wall, «Men may pour their 
inks; ladies need not; hogs may 
поё” 
The great wide open country. of Neva- 


da, least populated of any state in the ~ 


uniót except Alaska, is ideal for motor- 


cycle touring and exploring. Add tot a 


trip along Highway 49 in California, 
rapidly becoming known as the highway 
of the 49’ers, and you have a trip worthy 
of the most discerning rider. Long 
stretches of little-traveled and sparcely 
populated roadway in Nevada urge one to 
crack the throttle wide to see what the 
old bike will do, while mountain grades 
with their sharp curves offer a challenge 
to skill and control in more exacting 
situations in the California section. 

All the while, evidence of the pioneers 
who settled the west, who populated its 
boom towns and built its transportation 
systems is plainly visible. 

Nevada probably has more ghost towns 
per square mile than any other state, 
even though not all are ghost towns to 
the extent that no one except the phan- 
toms of long departed residents live 
there. But, along with present day live 
occupants and some oldtimers, there 
exist many ghostly reminders ofthe past 
- defunct mining tunnels with-piles of 
tailing dotting the hillsides, ramshackle 
buildings of pine and redwood whose sun 
and wind warped silently but eloquently 
of rough days when men were men, 
where the single-action Colt was the 
equalizer, and where women were the 
strangest and scarcest of creatures, 

This was the country where the lure 
of gold drew hoards of men to live in 
hardship, poverty, and danger, where 
lucky mine operators grew rich by ex- 
ploiting the earth’s treasures and the 
common miner’s labor. Fortunes were 
made in merchandizing and freighting. 
Railroads were built, extended and dis- 
carded as mining camps flourished and 
fizzled, 

Goldfield, Tonopah and Virginia City 
in Nevada, Auburn, Angels Camp and 
Columbia in California were some of 
the historic mining areas still worth a 
passel of the vistior’s time for a visit. 

The California gold discovery in 1849 
touched off the great rush to the west and 
prompted the exploration of Nevada as 
well, The two areas, much alike in the 
structure of their mining camps and in 
their population make-ups were and are 
completely dissimilar in terrain. 

Nevada, part of a great geological 
basin at one time, but a high one, ís 
largely devoid of trees and water. The 
southwestern part is a land of vast dis- 
tances interspersed irregulary with 
small towns and the remnants of mining

Deserted street in Goldfield, Nevada remains a poignant link with the town's illustrious past, 


settlements and isolated mining ven- 
tures. Main roads are good. The highway, 
as is typical of most places in Nevada, 
stretches across a dry lake bed or 
valley, climbs a winding grade to the 
summit of a pass, then descends into 
another ancient lake bed in an intermni- 
ble struggle to transcend the wilderness. 
Rugged rocky peaks and rough ridges of 
black lava rise spectacularily into the 
skies. A storm of one kindor another is 
usually visible in one or more directions 
across the expansive landscape. The land 
is largely barren except for scattered 
sage and cottonwoods along stream beds, 
A reliable machine is a valuable asset 
in this country — along with a large 
canteen of water. 

Highway 49, by contrast, in California 
leads north-south through the sloping 
forested foothills of the Sierras in all 
their spring greenery and fragrant wild 
flower beauty. Twisting and turning along 
one canyon wall after another in descend- 
ing to river level then ascending the 
opposite wall it takes the rider through 
the great canyons of the American and 
the Merced Rivers and past many of the 
gold towns and diggings which played 
such an important part in developing the 
west. 

Most of the old mining towns are 
flourishing to a degree consistent with 
the growth of California, but buildings 
and traditions remain, It is not difficult 
to find a historical celebration about to 
happen in any of these pioneer settle- 
ments — like the frog jumping contest of 





k are reminders of gold mining days in 


Calavares County, or the wild burro 
races of Beatty, Nevada. 


It was into this interesting country 
that I steered my BMW R69S the first 
week of April 1968, After crossing 
California’s Mojave Desert and Death 
Valley I arrived at Beatty, Nevada. The 
temperature was close to freezing even 
though the sun shone brightly. I donned 
my Barbour suit (over regular clothes 
and insulated underwear) and headed 
along Highway 95 for Goldfield. Traffic 
was practically non-existent, my ma- 
chine was purring like a kitten, and I 
sped along at a good clip. Nearby moun- 
tain ridges, splattered with snow, rose 
majestically into the blue heavens re- 
mindful of the great distances and vast 
expanses of wild country in this state. 

Arriving at Goldfield I stopped for a 
breakfast of steak and eggs ($1.35), then 
toured the remnants of what was once 
the richest city in Nevada. Many old 
clapboard shacks and dug-outs and min- 
ing building remain as a poignant link 
with the past. Goldfield is the county 
seat of Esmeralda County, It was large- 
ly destroyed by fire on two occasions 
and once by flash flood, A long time 


resident told me that some of the build- 
ings made of stones with a high sulphur 
content burned for two days after the 
wooden structures were consumed. 





Tonopah, at 6000 feet. elevation, was 
reached at noon. With the roadside lined 
with snow, I was glad to speed onward 
to lower elevations at Hawthorne, then 
past Walker Lake, through Yeringtonand 
finally to a motel room at the lonely 
crossroads settlement at Silver Springs 
after dark. 

The next morning à shortbutvery cold 
run of 35 miles brought me to Carson 
City. A heavy icy headwind and dark 
threatening skies kept me hunched be- 
hind the winshield and made me wish for 
June weather. The climate in April is 
not the best for cycling, as it may be 
highly unpredictable with one day warm 
and sunny the next with high winds, rain 
or snow, 

A short side trip from Carson City 
led to the great old town of Virginia 
City where can be seen the face on the 
barroom floor and where the Territorial 
Enterprise, Nevada’s pioneer newspaper 
has been in continuous publication, Once 
the richest city in America it is still a 
going concern, catering to tourists and 
carrying on some mining activities, 

Carson City, Capitol of Nevada, is an 
interesting place with its original Capitol 
building, its gaming halls, andits famous 
museum located in the defunct mint 
building where silver coins were made 
for many years. Several hours can be 
spent here where the history of the state 
is depicted in large dioramas, In the 
basement is located sections of mining 
railroad leading through tunnels past 
typical underground mining operations 
with lifesized figures and ancient mining 
equipment used in the Comstock. 

The trip back to California over the 
old grade to Donner Pass on Highway 40 
(Interstate 80) was cold but pleasant, 
Many Sunday skiers were occupying the 
nearby slopes. 

Turning south on 49 at Auburn my bike 
took me through the gold mining towns 
associated with the mother lode in Cali- 
fornia. Weather was much warmer on 
the western slopes of the Sierras, and 
the countryside was green with many 
wild flowers evident. The bright scarlet 
red-bud, a shrub resembling a small 
peach tree with many upright stems, was 
in full bloom, and its gorgeous presence 
was evident beside the road and on the 
hillsides the full length of the highway. 

A stop at Sutters Mill Historical Park 
gives the visitor a view of the original 
discovery site of gold which led to the 
stampede to California, Sutters Mill, or 
rather a replica of it has been built at 
a spot away from the river where it can 
be seen at close hand, 

Highway 49 ends at Oakhurst located 
on the Yosemite-Fresno highway. The 
road has been modernized in places, but 
mostly it is the same winding meandering 
trail of 30-40 years ago, 

A tour of the mining areas of western 
Nevada and eastern California could go 
far beyond the one mentioned here, and 
whole months could be spent without 
visiting and savoring all of the possible 
historical spots. This one will do for a 
start, though. Try it on for size, some- 
time, and you will not regret it,

Ron Grant had a gorgeous candy blue 
Metisse road racer containing his fifth 
place Daytona Suzuki 500/5, Ralph White 
was aboard a 350cc Kawasaki, especial- 
ly built up for the race, and Don Vesco 
rode his modified Bridgestone GTR. 
Sidecar ace Reg Pridmore and his co- 
horts from Power Research brought a 
whole covey of machines, including a 
businesslike black 500 Manx Norton for 
Reg to have a go on. In short, a hell of 
a big-bore event was brewing. 

Things were about as good in the 250 
class, Grant had his ‘‘little’? Suzuki, an 
X-6 in Daytona guise, White had another 
Kawasaki and was teaming with Walt 
Fulton Jr. for a double effort, Jody 
Nicholas had brought a Yamaha up from 
the southland, Art Baumann had a Ya- 
maha and Dave Scott had another. 

To get more bikes on the track and 
expedite the day’s racing, everything 
was run in three races; 175 and under, 
250, and 350-Open. The 175cc event 
started with a great cloud of dust as 
more than twenty bikes screamed away 
from the flag with the Honda 175 of 
Dave Allee grabbing a tenacious hold on 
first place. 

Allee was first at the start and there 
he stayed while Pete Giordanengo and 
Dave Burchards followed in second and 
third place. After a bad start, Dave Scott 
carved through the pack on Al Fergoda’s 
six-speed Yamaha 100 twin to take 
fourth, and Merv Wright garnered fifth 
after starting dead last due to a starting 
grid plug change in his Honda, 


250cc Final 


Getting his usual quick start, Ron 
Grant shot around turn one in the lead 
followed by White on the Kawasaki, 
Baumann, Scott and Nicholas all on Ya- 
mahas., Unfamiliar with the course though 
he was, Nicholas was really steaming, 
and on lap two had passed Scott, Bau- 
mann and White and was gaining on the 
flying Grant, 








Both bikes were flying, cutting laps in 
the 1:35 bracket. Exiting turn three, 
Grant twisted the wick and the power 
came on so hard his entire Suzuki slid 
about a foot to the left, nearly leaving 
the course, Grant appeared not to notice 
as he just grabbed another gear and kept 

oing. 
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“Tt was controlled — sort of," Lyons 
said later, shaking his head. 

But controlled or.not it served its 
purpose and entering turn two, it was 
the red Honda in the lead, with the Kawa- 
saki second, Pridmore's Manx third, 
Don Vesco's Bridgestone fourth and Merv 
Wright’s 350 Manx doing battle with

But even Grant couldn’t hold off the 
charging Nicholas and on lap three Jody 
had pulled in front and was desperately 
trying to stay there. Meanwhile Baumann

Rarely more than 20feetapart, Nicho- 
las and Grant rocketed up the straight 
and into the sweeper. On lap four Grant 
got the lead briefly, then Nicholas took 
it back for two laps. 

Again on lap seven it was the Suzuki, 
but on the next circuit Nicholas swept 
past and stayed there. White. meanwhile 
had zapped Baumann again and was 
gaining on the leaders. Closer and closer 
he came until on the final lap he got an 
extra burst of speed and sneaked in 
front of Grant for second. Baumann was 
fourth and Tony Herbold, who had been 
having his own private battle with Davey 
Scott grabbed fifth on his Yamaha. 


350 and Over 


If the 250 race had the fans on their 
feet, the big bore eventhad them scream- 
ing. 

Tantalized by his second place, White 
was out for blood with his 350cc Kawa- 
saki, The screaming disc-valve two- 
stroke lit off quickly and White was in 
the lead, with Bill Lyons on the PM 450 
second and Reg Pridmore roaring in 
third spot on the Power Research Manx, 

An Amateur in the AMA, Lyons was a 
bit nervous about riding against White, 
He got on the Kawasaki's tail, and 
stayed there, he said later, to see how 
fast White could go. 

It took the crew-cut blond four laps to 
find out; then he made his move, Itcame 
as the two machines screamed down the 
straight and into the sweeping turn one. 
Lyons took the outside and almost wrote 
himself and the Honda off as he strayed 
into some gravel and got into a semi- 
sideways slide at something around 100 
miles per hour,

With Lyons in front the shattering ac- 
celeration of the Honda began to make 
itself felt, as Lyons exploited his know- 
ledge of Vaca Valley’s undulations. He 
steadily pulled away, gaining a bike- 
length or two on each lap, cutting times 
of 1:34, 


«It was just a matter of Pd ridden the 
course a lot and knew where the bumps 
were," Lyons said after the race, ''I 
could hang it out a little better." 


“I would have stayed around to make 
it a better race,” he smiled, “but I 
wasn't sure I could get away again." 

Finishing behind Lyons and White were 
Pridmore, Vesco, Wrightand Burchards. 

The production race was a massive 
affair with all classes running together. 

As he has done in the last several 
production events, Dave Burchards 
Showed his tailpipes to the crowd as he 
shot around the course on the Suzuki 500 
from Munroe Motors in San Francisco. 

Burchards has to be about the hairiest 
rider in the AFM as he tears around the 
course in around 1:40 on the bucking, 
weaving Suzuki, At trackside you can 
see the big two-stroke shudder and shake 
and grim-faced Dave gritting his teeth 
behind his beard and keeping the throttle 
screwed on, 

The only rider who could keep him in 
sight was Nick Theroux, who makes his 
Kawasaki 350 act like a Grand Prix 
machine. The Jack Dyer-tuned Avenger 
handles quite nicely until Theroux gets 
it up around 95 and then you can see he, 
too, has his problems. 


It seemed to be a combination of 
courage, skill and luck that kept Theroux 
going so fast without disaster, but he 
easily outdistanced everything on the 
track except Burchards for second over- 
all and first in 350cc class.

PASSENGER 


By Joann Walker 





The perfect passenger is, of course,a 
rider himself. This little discussion is 
to help the novice who just **goes along 
for the ride.” 

Alertness is a prime requisite of the 
good passenger. You must, at all times, 
be as aware of traffic and road condi- 
tions as your driver. You must be ready 
to lean WITH him when necessary, to 
lend a foot to lean on at signals, etc., 
(always use the same foot the driver 
does — usually the left foot) and to hang 
on tight. Most riders prefer that the 
passenger hang on to his waist. This 
allows the rider to know his passenger’s 
condition at all times, He can sense, 
through the grip of hands, the degree of 
security felt by his passenger. 

Maintain a safe position on the bike. 
Keep your feet flat on the pegs, grip the 
bike with your knees, rest your hands 
lightly on the driver's waist as mention- 
ed above. Do not twist your body to look 
behind you. This throws the bike, Most 
of the time your driver would be able to 
compensate for your shift in weight, but 
you don't want to place him in a tight 
spot, If you become cramped from riding 
too long, ask for a rest stop and do your 
stretching there, not on the bike, 

Keep your arms and hands close to 
you, Waving them or pointing out scenic 
spots may cause an on-coming car, or 
one following you to expect your bike to 
turn, When it doesn’t the other drivers 
will have a few choice words, about 
motorcycles in general. 

Do not attempt conversation with your 
driver when traveling. His safety helmet 
will cut down on sound, So will the wind 
and bike noises. If he has to concentrate 
on hearing you, he can’t be paying proper 
attention to his own problems of man- 
euvering his bike safely. 

When your driver requests that you 
wear safety gear such as helmet and 
protective eye-wear, do so with asmile, 
It may be YOUR life he is saving. 

If your driver isn’t interested in safe- 
ty, don't ride with him. Clowns whose 
handlebars reach for the skies, who mix 
alcohol with gas and oil, who think all 
the world is an audience for his antics, 
are not only a menace to themselves, but 
to anyone on the same highway with them. 
Don't become a statistic,

The sky was grey and the air wasa bit 
chilly Sunday, May 4, as 185 roadriders 
signed in at Little Lake Park near Nor- 
walk, Calif., but the gloomy weather 
didn’t dampen spirits, and everyone had 
fun right from the start. The 70-mile 
route took the riders east to Harbor 
Blvd., then south to Hwy. 101 in Newport 
Beach, then north on Hwy. 39 back to 
the park. 

Ву 10:00 a.m., the parking lot was 
filled with bikes, and the riders were 
competing for trophies, Firstthey turned 
in their stamped route sheets and drew 
a poker hand, Then they tried their luck 
at games of chance, testing their skillat 
tossing a baseball into the mouth of a 
milk can, and tossing rings at hooks on 
a board. 

Then came lunch, a delicious combina- 
tion of ham and beans, cole slaw, and 
corn bread, A wild contest followed chow. 
Contestants were issued two lemons, 
one in the toe of a nylon stocking, The 
object of the game was to hold the stock- 
ing behind your back, and by swinging 
the lemon in the stocking between your 
legs, bat the other lemon across the 
finish line, 

The fun and games were followed by 
trophy presentations. Over 90 trophies 
and gift certificates were awarded, near- 
ly one award for every two riders,Some 
clubs present runs to make money, but 
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the Rockets’ only objective was to show 
the crowd a good time, and that they did. 
You never saw a group have more funas 
the trophies were awarded amid a bar- 
rage of good-natured wisecracks, and 
howls of laughter.

May riders were surprised that they 
didn't have to show their AMA cards 
when they signed up for the run, This was 
because the run was sanctioned by anew 
organization, the Southern California 
Motorcycling Association, The President 
is Dale Stoddard (also president of the 
Norwalk Rockets), Vice President is 
Ellis Smith, and Jim Keck is treasurer. 
The SCMA doesn’t intend to conflict with

Among the objectives of the SCMAare 
to get more people out for weekend runs, 
including outriders as well as the clubs, 
car drivers who are interested in motor- 
cycles, family groups, small bike riders, 
and to present motorcycling to the public 
as good clean fun, Although the SCMA is 
only 4 months old, it already has over 
100 members, As well as outriders, 
member clubs include the Norwalk Roc- 
kets, Overlanders, Freight Jockeys, Ar- 
tesia Pioneers, and the Tampa Road 
Runners,

DRAG RACING 


By Bob Ebeling 





American Hot Rod Association officially appoints Motorcycle Di- 
rector. After consecutive years of pleas and repeated attempts in per- 
suasion, the A.H.R.A. officially appointed Bob Ebeling as National 


Motorcycle Director. 


A great many duties and privileges 
come with the position and number one 
is an attempt to standardize rules and 
elimination procedure. 

It is too late in the year of 1968 for a 
complete re-write of the rule book 
which is in the hands of some two thou- 
sand motorcycle drag competitors and 
yet some effort is being made by sending 
out bulletins that explain minor changes 
and define some of the ‘‘not too clear” 
existing rules, 

Listed here are the new class break- 
downs for 1968; Stock Bike: AB — 1111cc 
-ореп; ВВ – 780сс-1110сс; СВ – 551сс- 
779сс; DB ~ 356сс-550сс; ЕВ – 310сс- 
355cc; FB — 266cc-309cc; GB — 210сс- 
265сс; НВ - 170сс-209сс; ІВ - 130cc- 
169сс; ЈВ ~ 97сс-129сс; КВ ~ Осс-96сс. 

This class breakdown applies to both 
stock and modified divisions, Class re- 
quirements for a stock bike have only 
been slightly altered and you must check 
the rule book for full information in stock 
classification, The changes or additions 
are as follows: 

Carburetors may only be modified by 
removing air cleaners or changing jets, 
needles or throttle slides. 

Absolutely no changes may be made to 
the engine other than a maximum over- 
bore of .045, 

Handlebar styles are optional, but no 
**clip-ons'' are allowed. 

Open exhaust is permissible and two- 
strokes may run expansion chambers, 

The modified bike division changes 
are as follows: 

Engines swaps are acceptable, but 
changes must be to a frame specifically 
designed by a licensed manufacturer for 
the said displacement engine, 

Frame must be a stock wheelbase, 
although forks may be exchanged from 
other makes as long as they are not 
chopped or altered in height or degree 
of rake and trail. 

Rear shocks may be removed and 
stiffeners added in their place. 

Factory rider or road race seats must 
be used and securely attached, 

Gas tank must be of at least one gallon 
capacity. No tube tanks allowed in this 
division. 

New classes for Gas and Fuel bike 
divisions: 

АСОВ & AFOB — 1111-open; 
BGOB & BFOD —'780-1110ce; 
CGOB & СҒОВ - 551-779сс; 
DGOB & рғов – 239-550сс; 
EGOB & ЕҒОВ – 0-238сс; 

Added safety rules for all divisions: 

Stock division machines need not have 
steering dampeners unless provided by 
the manufacturer, 

All bikes must have their fuel lines 
wired or clamped at each terminal, 

Modified, gas and fuel division bikes 
may run any style handle bars providing 
they measure 12 inches from a centerline 
of the forks steering head. 

All above rule changes will be put in 
effect immediately for National events 
and it is my sincere hopes that all local 
drag strips under A.H.R.A,. sanction will 
run by the book! As a result standardi- 
zation will prevail as it is intended,

capacity and inaugurate a new elimina- 
tion procedure as follows: 

There is a total cash purse of 500 
dollars, Fuel bike eliminations will be 
run by a qualifying process that allows 
four bikes to run for Fuel bike eliminator.

PRODUCTION RACE RULES 


General rule changes made in the 
Production classes of ACA events will 
be in effect at their next road race event 
at Riverside on May 19, and should be 
of interest to many competitors: 
PRODUCTION RULE CHANGES 

1. All production machines must have 
exact stock carburetor which comes with 
that model, including carburetor horn or 
extensions and air cleaners. 

2, All production machines must be 
equipped with a stock exhaust system 
and all exhaust systems must be stand- 
ard with that model and have no. altera- 
tions. All muffler systems must pass 
California State Motor Vehicle law for 
sound. No optional exhaust systems will 
be allowed. 

3. There will be no fender, seat or 
tank alterations. 

4. Lights must be in working order, 
both front and rear. 

5. If a model change is put out by the 
factory, the rider may bring his machine 
up to those alterations, providing the 
home office is notified and proof of the 
up-dating is fumished and is approved 
by the ACA. 

6. No farings of any type will be al- 
lowed. 


7. All number plates will be 94"x11" 
and will be flat. 

8. No windscreens will be attached. 

9. Rims and tires may be changed for 
safety purposes. 


10. Any machine which is produced 
by a manufacturer as a 50cc machine will 
be legal as long as it does not exceed 
53cc's. 

11. All production machines will bé 
running under a claiming rule. This will 
eliminate any excess expenditure of 
money on production machines. Any гійеё 
competing in the event may claim anothef 
rider’s machine at the suggested manus 
facturer's retail price, plus tax and lif 
cense. If a machine is truly stock and 4 
production machine, no rider would bé 
unwilling to sell a used machine for thé 
suggested manufacturer's retail price} 
plus tax and license.

If a man is found to be illegal and @ 
protest is valid, he will lose all accumu?

Pagan seemed to have the proper com- 
bination working for third place. Then, 
in the Main Event, Kilgroe's transmis- 
sion blew. So, the final read: Allee, 
Velasco, Pagan, and Ken Edmonson in 
for a fourth. 

Next up was the 250 Grand Prix heat. 
This was the race that found Jody Nicho- 
las having such a strong scuffle with 
Suzuki-mounted Ron Grant that he com- 
pletely forgot to shut down around the 
tight corner at the official tower. It was 
here, after the long, aforementioned 
slide, that Jody recovered his bike, fired 
it up, and started after the field again. 
But this time, he ran out of laps. The 
race went to Ron Grant, Art Baumann, 
Don Vesco, and Dave Scott, in that order, 

Then the Main Event, 250 Grand Prix 
style. And it was an entirely different 
story. Jody was back in the saddle of that 
fast, fast Yamaha. He left the starting 
grid in front, was headed a couple of 
times by Ron Grant, pushed back to the 
front, and won the whole affair by about 
a wheel-length, Second was Grant, third, 
after a real ding-donger with Mike Lane 
on the Yamaha, was Don Vesco.

If anyone still doubts the popularity of 
sportsman TT racing, he should have 
been at the Hayward (Calif.)
